here that Spam will endeavor to regain by diplomatic trick- 
ery what she has lost by war, or to mitigate in some essen- 
tial particulars the humilatioh that has of late overwhelmed 
her. 
Agents of Spain are in several of the European courts 


endeavoring to secure pledges of support in the demand to 
be made before the peace commission for the retention of the 
1 nihppines. 
Representations are being made that the ag- 


gressiveness of the United States will endanger the interests 
of the several European goveinments in eastern waters, and 
an effort will be made to secure concert of action to prevent 
the acquisition by the United States of a foothold in the 
orient. 
This government, however, will be fully prepartd 


for such a move, and will insist upon its rights in the Philip- 
pines to the utmost. 
It is not believed here that Spain will 


be able to obtain the assistance of any governments save 
those of Germany and Austria, while the contentions of the 
United States will receive the powerful support of Great 
Britain and Russia. 


Contractors Are Inhuman. 


Washington, Aug. aa-Special—The government is con- 


sidermg how far its responsibility extends as to the shipment 
of the Spanish soldiers from Cuba to Spain. The contract 
for the woik was awarded to a Spanish steamship company. 
Its boats have already taken several thousand troops from 
Santiago, but the sanitary condition of the vessels is said to 
be hornble in the extreme, and hundreds will doubtlesb die 
on the passage. 
It is the general opinion'that the conditions 


of the contract have not been lived up to, and an effort wil' 
be made to secure better service in the future. If better ships 
are not furnished the contract will be taken from the Spanish 
company and given to some one else. The inhumanity dis- 
played is looked upon as characteristically Spanish.

Washington, Aug. 22.—Discontent is

MANY STATES REPRESENTED, 


Sixty Thousand Visitors \Tlll Be 


In the Premier City at Inillann Dur- 
ing the Week—Work Laid 
Out for 


Convention. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Aug. 22.—Five 


thousand knights are quartered 
In 


Camp Colgrove tonight, and the rush 
by train to thla city Is well advanced. 
Ohio, Indiana, Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
West Virginia, Kentucky. Illinois, Mis- 
sourl, Kaunas, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Texas are already represented, but 
the state organizations are. not yet 
complete. 


The formal transfer of the camp to 


Pythian control will not take place 
until this evening, at which time, the 
headquarters banner will ho flung to 
the breeze with fitting ceremony. 


Tho railroad authorities have ad- 


vices showing that fully 60,000 strang- 
ers wnl visit the city during the week. 
All of the visiting knights compliment 
the camp as being most admirably lo- 
cated -and well supplied. 


In his biennial report, which will bo 


submitted this week. Supreme Chancel- 
lor Colgrove recommends an entirely 
now financial system for raising rev- 
enues for the supreme lodge be Insti- 
tuted. The expenses of the supremo 
lodge have always been jnet from tho 
profit arising from the sale of supplies 
to tho subordinate lodges. 
The su- 


preme chancellor says "that no organ- 
ization should bo dependent for Its 
maintenance upon a system that fluc- 
tuates so largely from year to year. 
The present subordinate lodges 
are 


well .supplied, ho says, and with a ces- 
sation In the formation of new lodges 
the revenues of tho supreme lodge must 
cease. 


The yearly revenue necessary 
to 


meet appropriations of the supremo 
lodge Is $50,000. The supreme chan- 
'cellor recommends that n per capita 
tax of 7 cents a member bo Instituted 
and tho old method abandoned. 


Such a tax, based on tho 500,000 


membership of the order, would raise 
$35,000 annually, and there are enough 
Incidental revenues to establish a fixed 
Income of $50,000 If that plan is car- 
ried out. 


He also urges on the convention tho 


necessity of enacting some regulation 
to stop the falling off In membership 
caused by nonpayment of dues, which 
hiw deprived the organization of 350. 
COO members since' Its Inception, ho 
says, and made It third In point of 
membership of tho secret orders, whou 
It should be first. 


Tho supreme chancellor deplores tho 


fact that tho remarkable growth of, thp 
order on this continent Is a thing of 
tho past, and says that "tho hope for 
a 
continuance 
of the 
remarkable 


growth of the past" can be entertained 
only 
by forsaking 
long-established 


customs and extending the order Into 
foreign territory, with changes neces- 
sary to meet changed conditions. Ho 
reports that t.« order has gained 14,- 
000 members In the last two years.
